story and basement), built in the early ’20s, 
was destroyed in a short time. 

The swimming pool was partially empty since 
remodeling of the pool was to have begun this week. 

The fire rekindled briefly Monday evening but 
was squelched within 15 seconds, according to 
Mueller. 

He told The News, “With a fire of that magni¬ 
tude, it’s difficult to tell the difference between 
smoke and steam. It is always a concern to resi¬ 
dents in the area where there has been a major 
fire.” 

The Beilsteins will stay with Mrs. Beilstein’s 
son and daughter-in-law, Kurt and Jana Beil- 
stein in Arcadia or with Mrs. Beilstein’s daughter 
and family, Tim and Gretchen Ramey in Temple 
City. 

Two firmen, Leonard Zlotorowicz and Robert 
Duer suffered ankle injuries at the scene and were 
taken to Arcadia Methodist Hospital were they 
were treated and released for follow-up care. 


A clanging smoke alarm is attributed to saving 
the lives of two Sierra Madreans, Clarinda and 
Eric Beilstein, in a 4:30 a.m. fire Monday at 632 
W. Montecito. 

The three-bedroom home and at least 80% of the 
contents were destroyed in the early morning fire 
■that brought local police and firemen as well as 
Arcadia Fire Dept.’s mobile air refilling system 
(MAC 31). 

Sierra Madre Fire Chief Marc Mueller said 
Arcadia was called to patrol the area to make 
sure no embers flew onto homes in the area with 
shake roofs. “We could have handled the original 
assessment ourselves but because of the shake roofs 
in the area, we decided to call Arcadia,” he ex¬ 
plained. They patrolled the area for an hour. 

Mueller estimated the total loss at about 
$180,000 which includes both the home and con¬ 
tents. He said there was not a lot of salvageable 
clothing.” 

At 4:30 a.m. Clarinda Beilstein awoke to the 
sound of the alarm just outside her bedroom door. 
“It took me a moment to realize what it was. I 
opened my bedroom door and saw smoke from 
the kitchen and den area. I got out of the house 
and saw Eric across the lawn. We ran over to 
John and Georgia Graham’s home across the street 
and they called the fire department. They were 
awakened by the barking of their dogs.” 

Eric Beilstein said he opened the door and 
found the house filled with smoke and the six 
alarms going off at the same time. He got out 
and found his mother coming around from the 
back of the house. 

He said the Sierra Madre Police were there in 
less than a minute and the first firemen arrived 
within two minutes. 

Eric, 22, is a student at Cal Poly, Pomona. 
Clarinda Beilstein teaches first grade in downtown 
Los Angeles. They have lived in Sierra Madre 
^.smce 1984. 

The Beilsteins have had the alarms since 
they first saw a demonstration at the Los Angeles 
County Fair “four or five years ago.” 

Fire Chief Mueller told The News that the local 
firemen had “a hard time getting through the 
nine layers of roofing which included tar and 
rock. The present roof was of composition shingles. 
He explained that originally the house was shake 
shingle-sided, then it was covered over with wood 
“which leaves a large air space for fire to develop 
and spread.” The two-story wooden structure (first

are changing to involve Hispanics and Asians 
into the council. “We’ve field-tested and 
developed a program called ‘in-school Scouting’ 
for parents who do not regularly get involved. 
For one hour a week we provide a trained, 
in-school leader who goes into the classroom 
of both boys and girls and presents ‘generic’ 
Scouting. They work with children as young 
as Cub Scouts and Brownies. In some cultures. 
Scouting is not common and we are finding 
the need to establish this program for those 
children.’’ 

What is the difference in the program? t 
“Rather than counting on volunteer parent 
support, our hope is to provide Scouting in . 
the school so that by the time the student h 
is old enough to join the Boy Scout program, 
he will be ready and find it possible.” 

Who teaches the program? College students 
who are trained and employed part-time, 
Chikow reports. They work in over 150 
classrooms serving 2250 boys. 

There is also a career awareness program 
in 16 high schools in the San Gabriel Valley. 
This program represents 7400 high school 
students, Chikow says, who work directly 
with volunteer professionals who teach them 
how to identify their career interests. 

“You may have an Explorer Post, such 
as the Sierra Madre Police Explorer Post, 
that encourages them to join,” Chikow demon¬ 
strates part of the professional program. 

They also work with plumbers, computer 
experts, lawyers, and there are over 130 
merit badges boys may obtain through this 
program. 

With a 1984 budget of $1,200,000, growth 
goals have extended to about 27,700 for this 
year, Chikow says. “That should make us at 
almost 33,000 by 1985.” 

The five districts in the council include 
Rose Bowl, Lucky Baldwin (which includes 
Sierra Madre), Mission Amigos, Mountain 
View North and Mountain View South. Coun¬ 
cil executive is J. R. Lewis. 

Chikow has been with the Scouting prog¬ 
ram for eight years, starting in Milwaukee 
County Council as exploring executive. He 
majored in youth agency administration in 
college and says, “My best friends are ‘Y’ 
execs and Scout execs.” 

He is a “Chicago boy” who went to 
work at the Chicago Area Council at the 
age of 16. The camp director was a profes¬ 
sional Scout and encouraged the Eagle Scout 
to go into the field. 

“1 would have to say I’m an altruistic 
person. That’s the way I am, though I 
don’t approach my job as a do-gooder. It 
may sound corny but the values of Scouting 
are still the highest personal ideals to aspire 
to. We ask the boys to do their best. 
We ask them to do their duty to God and 
country and to live up to 12 points of law 
which range from trustworthiness to being 
friendly, cheerful and reverent. If everyone in 
this world worked at what we ask the boys 
to work at, the positive ramifications would be 
astounding.” 

The beginning of the Scouting program 
in the U.S.? We’ve all heard the story about 
the Chicago businessman, William D. Boyce, 
who was lost in a London fog. An unknown 
Scout guided Boyce to his destination and 
refused a tip for the services. The businessman 
talked with Lord Baden-Powell who brought 
two trunkloads of Scouting equipment to 
America and helped Boyce found the Boy 
Scouts in 1910. They were chartered by the 
U.S. Congress in 1916.

Many people ask me what to do with 
kumquats.

1 qt. fresh, washed kumquats 
1 Vi C sugar 
. 1 '/j C water 

3 Tbls. lemon rind, grated 
Wash and prick with point of knife. 
(This will prevent bursting in cooking.) Com¬ 
bine sugar and water and bring to boil. 
Add lemon rind. Simmer for 5 min. Add 
fruit to cooked syrup and cook very slowly 
until kumquats become clear and transparent 
(approximately an hour). Cool and pack in 
sterilized jars.

jPlanning Commission to 
study enforcement probiems

Following a request by the City Council, the 
Planning Commission, at its regular meeting last 
Thursday, voted to meet in special session this 
week to consider recent concerns that conditions 
imposed by the commission and the council in 
granting variances and conditional use permits were 
not always being enforced. 

The decision to hold a special session oc¬ 
curred toward the end of the meeting, immediately 
after a public hearing regarding a potential enforce¬ 
ment problem at a condominium development at 
45 E. Highland Ave. 

The hearing, to consider revocation or modi¬ 
fication of the Conditional Use Permit granted to 
R. W. Farrell for construction of eight condo¬ 
minium units, was called by the commission at 
their January meeting after an adjacent resident, 
Marie Hartley, complained about the removal of 
I trees shown on the developer’s “Tree Preservation 
i Plan” as “to remain” and about potential damage 
’ and hazards created by the grading of the site. 

I Farrell explained to the commission that the 
1 trees were removed contrary to plan because he 
I felt they were “diseased” and would have blown 
I down in the recent wind storm. Under questioning 
' from the commissioners, he acknowledged that 
; the severe grading required on what he termed a 
; “hillside lot” contributed practical difficulty of 
saving the trees. 

. Approximately 28 trees were removed in all, 
10 of which were scheduled for preservation. 

Following additional discussion regarding the 
severity of the grading, the hearing was continued 
until the regular March meeting to give Farrell 


the opportunity to present a proposal to alleviate 
some of the concerns expressed by the commis¬ 
sioners. 

In additonal action, the commission granted 
two variances for projects in the cany;.n, one to 
iNancy wiuiauis lui a caipun 14^011115 
at 609 Woodland, and one to her neighbor, 
Timothy Hayden, for an addition to his residence 
at 619 Woodland. After hearing complaints from 
his neighbors that Hayden’s property had been a 
construction site for a number of years, the com¬ 
mission conditioned his variance on completion 
of his project within six months.

Job-Related 
Moves May 
Reduce Taxes 


Manyt expenses incurred in a job-related move 
may be deductible on 1983 income tax returns, the 
Internal Revenue Service advises. 

Moving expenses which can be deducted include 
the cost of travel to the new location; moving of 
household goods and personal effects; pre-move house¬ 
hunting trips; temporary living costs at the new loca¬ 
tion; and certain expenses related to the disposi¬ 
tion of an old residence and acquisition of a new one. 
However.the maximum deduction for the last three 
items is limited. 

For the exenses to be deductible, the distance 
between a taxpayer’s new job and the old home must 
be at least 35 miles further than the former home 
was from the former job. A taxpayer who is an em¬ 
ployee must work for at least 39 weeks during the 
12 months after the move. 

Eligible taxpayers can claim the moving expense 
deduction whether they itemize deuctions or not. Ex¬ 
penses are reported on Form 3903, Moving Expense 
Adjustment, which should be filed with Form 1040. 

For more information, taxpayers can order the 
free IRS Publication 521, Moving Expenses, by using 
the order blank included in the tax package.
